Linen to Match China. 

Quite the newest conceit in decora¬ 
tive table linens and sets of doilies is 
an embroidered design in the pattern 
and coloring of the china with which 
it is to be used. The fabric is a heavy 
linen in canvas weave, and the em¬ 
broidery is done with mercerized cot¬ 
tons. 

The idea comes from Germany, and 
the work is known as Weimar em¬ 
broidery. One combination consists of 
a china tea set of graceful shape, with 
a decoration of radial lines and circles 
at the outer end In tiny delft blue dots. 
Applied to round tablecloths, center- 
pieces and doilies, the design is em¬ 
broidered in dots about the size of a 
pea, producing one of the most effec¬ 
tive decorations imaginable for a com¬ 
paratively small outlay. The enlarged 
design on the linens allows for a con¬ 
ventional motif in the circles, and each 
piece has a border of cluny lace. 

For a breakfast room, for afternoon 
tea or for the country house in sum¬ 
mer no more artistic or noved furnish¬ 
ings for the table have been intro¬ 
duced.

Length of Children's Skirts. 

Mothers are often perplexed to know 
just how long to make their young 
children’s and girl’s skirts. 

For the tot of one year the little 
skirt must be cut to the top of the tiny 
shoes. Any longer than this would in¬ 
terfere with progress when the little 
one learns to walk. 

At eighteen months, when the sturdy 
tot is running about, let the hem come 
halfway between the shoe tops and the 
knee. When the third milestone has 
been passed let the skirt be shortened 
so as just to show the bend of the 
knee and keep this length until the 
little lady Is six years old. 

The average child between the ages 
of seven and twelve years should have 
her dresses cut long enough to cover 
the knee. 

At thirteen add an inch or two to the 
length of the dress, and should she 
continue to develop drop the skirt 
length to a point halfway between the 
knee and ankle. 

As she reaches fifteen years let the 
skirt be about two inches above her 
shoe tops. At sixteen a skirt that 
comes to the top of the shoe is cor¬ 
rect 

When she is eighteen she Is a young 
lady and should be allowed to choose 
the length of skirt she likes best, but 
If she is a wise girl she will cling to 
ankle length, or about four inches from 
the ground. These rules, of course, are 
subject to modification, according to 
the development of the girl. Some girls 
are much larger or smaller than others 
at a given age and should be dressed in 
keeping with their size. 

Until a girl is past twenty-one she 
should not wear very long skirts. Even 
the debutante out for her second or 
third season can wear with propriety 
a dance frock that escapes the floor by 
three inches. 

Children’s Scrap Books. 

Scrap book collecting is a farm nurs¬ 
ery diversion that has fewer adher¬ 
ents than it once had. Time was when 
the youngsters devoted much time and 
thought to gathering material with 
which to fill the books, and who would 
succeed in having the best collection 
was a matter of heated competition. 
It seems a pity that this form of col¬ 
lecting should have dropped into dis¬ 
favor, for if rightly directed it may 
be the means of developing traits in 
the child that would otherwise lie dor¬ 
mant. 

In the selection of clippings for a 
child’s scrap book a large proportion 
of space should be allotted to verse. 

The attention of the child will thus 
be directed to the many beautiful ideas 
that are clothed in musical measure. 

Numbers of grown folks can say that 
many a noble sentiment has become 
fixed in their thoughts which would 
perhaps have escaped them had it not 
been presented in the beautiful garb 
of poetry and had not the making of 
scrap books been one of the delights 
of their childhood.

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RAINS BRING JOY 
TO WHOLE STATE 

Agricultural Products, Fruits; 
and Live Stock Saved 

The safety of California’s $350,000,- 
000 products of the soil was assured j 
by the recent rainfall. 

The rains brought the greatest 
measure of relief to the barley and 
wheat growers. Secretary Francis 
Hope of the California Development 
Board said that if the drought had 
continued another week or ten days 
the grain crops, except in the tule and 
adobe lands, would have perished. 
Barley and wheat in the southern sec¬ 
tion of the State were already begin¬ 
ning to wither up. The rains, how¬ 
ever, give promise of a bountiful crop. 

The stock raisers got the biggest 
financial benefit out of the rains. The 
distress among the livestock has been 
widespread for several days on ac¬ 
count of the shortage of grass, and 
stockmen were considering killing off 
their lambs in order to save the graz¬ 
ing for the other stock. The dairymen 
were also experiencing difficulty in 
getting adequate feed and the pros¬ 
pect for the future was particularly 
bad. The value of the livestock and 
dairy products last year was $85,000,- 
000. According to Hope this situation 
is now relieved and there is no fear 
for the future. 

The officers of the California Devel¬ 
opment Board, who keep in touch with 
the agricultural conditions throughout 
the State, were especially jubilant over 
the coming of the rains. “The condi- 1 
tions looked very badly,” said Secre- j 
tary Hope, “but this downpour is a J 
godsend and could not have come more 
opportunely. There cannot be even 
an approximate estimate of the amount 
in dollars it has saved to the people of 
California. The early fruits are the 
only things that have suffered past 
repair, and 1 don’t believe the falling 
off in these will be very material. 
Everything else is all right, and with 
the additional rains we may reason¬ 
ably expect throughout March and 
part of April, and more snow in the 
mountains, every cause of apprehen¬ 
sion will be removed.” 

The dry spell just ended was the 
most alarming in many years, due to 
the fact that the rains last fall were 
light and there had been no soaking 
rains during the winter to soften up 
the ground for the farmers to do all 
their plowing. 

The winter snowfall in the moun¬ 
tains has also been light, and this ren¬ 
dered the source of irrigating water 
supply exceedingly doubtful. The 
heavy snowfall reported is therefore 
little less gratifying than the rain in 
the lowlands. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


Out of fifty-six divorce cases set for 
trial by Judge Monroe in Los Angeles, 
County Clerk Thomas K. Hughes 
found that 40 per cent of the princi¬ 
pals live in apartment houses. 

Thirteen men working 165 feet un¬ 
derground in the Carpenter-Kumfa 
mine, near Placerville, narrowly es¬ 
caped death when the timbers gave 
way and rocks caved in upon them. 

San Francisco is the tenth city of 
the United States in population, ac¬ 
cording to the last census, while in 
point of capital invested in banks and : 
Individual deposits, San Francisco 
ranks fifth. 

The San Jose State Normal School, 
the first established in California, will 
be fifty years old on May 2d, and an 
elaborate golden jubilee is being 
planned to be held during commence¬ 
ment week in June. 

Five carloads of cabbages were 
shipped from Sacramento to New York 
city during the last week as an in¬ 
itial shipment. This experiment is 
expected to be the opening of contin¬ 
uous business in this line. 

The Board of Underwriters of San 
Francisco have granted the petition 
of the Board of Underwriters at Santa 
Rosa for a reduction in the rates ex¬ 
isting on fire insurance there. The 
reduction will amount to about 10 per 
cent. 

The San Francisco Labor Council 
has approved a proposed constitu¬ 
tional amendment providing for a 
minimum wage, also an ordinance pro¬ 
viding for equal pay for women em¬ 
ployed by the city doing the same 
work that men perform. 

Andrew Ryder of Loomis has just 
installed a complete orchard heating 
equipment for his sixty-acre orchard 
at that place. The plant consists of 
5000 oil heaters, a concrete sump for 
fuel oil storage and a system of dis¬ 
tribution tanks, hose and carriers.

were registered and licensed in Cali¬ 
fornia during February, counting out 
four Sundays and two legal holidays, 
according to the monthly report for 
his office made by Secretary of State 
Iordan. There were 2015 automobiles 
licensed. 

Locked in a corridor with Mrs. Mary 
C. Nelson, a woman who was adjudged 
insane, Mrs. Lizzie Heilbron, matron 
at the Fresno County Jail, had a nar¬ 
row escape from death when the pa¬ 
tient. sprang upon her, placed her 
knees upon the matron’s chest and 
attempted to strangle her. 

Legal machinery in Santa Cruz coun¬ 
ty threatens to become clogged with 
rust. Sheriff Trafton reports that not 
a single prisoner is confined in the 
County Jail, and District Attorney 
Knight reports a clean calendar. The 
oldest inhabitant racks his memory 
in vain to recall a similar circum¬ 
stance. 

One half hour after Judge Lawlor’s 
Superior Court convened in San Fran¬ 
cisco, former Mayor Eugene E. Schmitz 
was acquitted by a jury of having 
bribed ex-Supervisor Andrew Wilson. 
The jury returned its verdict of not 
guilty six minutes after leaving the 
courtroom, the very first ballot prov¬ 
ing sufficient. 

That the investigation of the al¬ 
leged national dynamite conspiracy, 
which was resumed by the Federal 
Grand Jury in Los Angeles, might be 
more general than before was indi¬ 
cated by the presence of witnesses 
from widely separated sections of the 
United States. Among those who were 
called before the inquisitorial body 
were residents of St. Louis, Indian¬ 
apolis, Chicago and Seattle. 

Steven Duncan, 18 years old, who 
was accused of complicity in the mur¬ 
der of Peter Roberts near Weaver- 
ville late in January, in confessions 
made by his brother, Thomas Duncan, 
Edward Hewitt and John Nelson, has 
been arrested. It is believed that Hew¬ 
itt, the first of the three youths to 
confess, is becoming insane. His eyes 
are wild and his face is haggard and 
he raves on his cot in the town jail. 

An inventory just taken of the po¬ 
tatoes in the Stockton warehouses 
shows that there are 94,600 sacks on 
hand. It is also stated that George 
Shima has 90,000 sacks on the river 
bank. It is reported that the total 
supply in the State is 300,000 sacks 
short of the supply needed to meet 
the demands till the harvest opens. 
Tubers are selling at $2.50 per bag on 
the river bank and even higher prices 
are predicted in the near future. 

Their backs to the wall, and faced 
by an overflow audience of women, 
the members of the San Rafael Board 
of Town Trustees politely refused the 
request of Mrs. Vincent Neale, society 
leader, club woman, suffragette, to be 
i appointed sanitary officer. Her desire 
was backed up by women of the va¬ 
rious clubs which she leads, but the 
Town Trustees couldn’t see it that 
way. “It’s a man’s job,” they told her 
finally in denying her request — and 
the excuse worked. 

The trial of John S. Rogers has be¬

Deputy District Attorney 
James Brennan outlined his case as 
soon as a jury had been impaneled, 
and for the first time Rogers appeared 
to take a slight interest in the pro¬ 
ceedings, although for the most part 
he maintained his amazing assumption 
of indifference.

Rebels are in control of the entire 
State of Chihuahua. Colonel Pancho 
Villa and his force are still in the 
State, but so outnumbered as to be | 
ineffective. The column under Gen I 
erals Salazar and Campa have move* ! 
to the city from Sauz, and, with Oroz- 1 
co’s men, are in camp at the edge of 
the city. 

All saloons are closed by order of 
Orozco. An immense crowd welcomed 
the column from Juarez. 

Under Orozco’s immediate command | 
are 600 former government troops, j 
The rebel generals declare that the 
numerous volunteers who are offering 
themselves will soon swell the rebel 
army to 5000 men, who will be taken 
south to secure control of Durango; 
Torreon and all other towns between 
Chihuahua and the City of Mexico. 

Ambrosio Figueroa, Madera’s trust¬ 
ed chief of rurales in Guerrero and | 
Morelos, and, during the previous revo¬ 
lution, his great ally in the south, is 
reported in revolt. The news caused 
a sensation among the southern Ma- 
deristas, 1500 of whom have re-enlist¬ 
ed under the banner of the new revo¬ 
lution. Figueroa’s grievance is alleged 
to be the President’s action in listen¬ 
ing to an appeal from Jesus Salgado, 
the Guerrero rebel, whom Figueroa had ; 
been fighting for many weeks, that 
Figueroa be retired from Guerrero on 
! a promise of the other’s surrender. 

It is seini-officially admitted that 
Orozco has gone over to the enemy. 

Americans are arriving in El Paso, 
Tex., by the trainload. 

They assert that for weeks they 
practically have been isolated and liv¬ 
ing in a state of terror. With neither 
wire nor train communication and 
mails demoralized, they have been cut 
off completely from the outside world 
and almost constantly have been 
menaced by marauding bands. Busi¬ 
ness at Madera, they declare, is nil. 

PRIVATETmInT 
NEAR HEALDSBURG 

Counterfeiters Coined Everything 
From a Nickel to a $5 Piece 

Secret Service Operative Joseph 
Stetter has obtained a complete con¬ 
fession from John Chambers of 
Healdsburg, who was arrested with 
William Hayes, suspected of making 
and circulating counterfeit money. 
Following the confession Chambers 
took the secret service operative to a 
cabin six miles from Healdsburg, 
where he declares he operated his pri¬ 
vate mint. It wasn’t a regular assay 
office that Chambers had been operat¬ 
ing, but a small mint, and he was 
equipped with apparatus to coin every 
piece of money from a 5-cent piece to 
a $5 gold piece. 

Statter recovered 104 nickel pieces, 
157 quarter-dollar pieces, 41 $1 pieces, 
16 dimes and 3 half-dollar pieces, in 
different stages of manufacture, to¬ 
gether with a battery used for plating 
the coins, a bellows, a crucinle and a 
ladle. 

Both men are held to appear before 
the Grand Jury with bonds fixed at 
$2500 each. Hays has lived in the 
vicinity of Healdsburg for about three 
years. He is 43 years old and has a 
wife and six children, the eldest of 
whom is married. Chambers is 53 
years old.

| the Bronx river, New York, one of 
two men leaped into the river amid 
floating ice cakes and swam 300 feet 
to the opposite shore. 

Diamonds valued at $7000, stolen 
j from the home of the late Dr. Emma 
I Linden and which are the property of 
Miss Pearl Linden, her daughter, were 
recovered by the Portland police de¬ 
tectives through the honesty of Wong 
Chong, an elderly Chinese farmer, 
whose son, Wong Chong Sing, aged 15, 
was the thief. 

Behind a brick fireplace in the old 
White homestead on Deal lake border. 
New Jersey, A. Jefferys, who acquired 
the ETopecty from his .mother, one of 


the White descendants, found a. small 
fortune in silver and gold coins that 
had evidently been concealed more 
than a century ago. It is estimated 
at about $13,000. 

Keen competition between Jefferson¬ 
ville (Ind.) magistrates who employ 
runners to meet eloping couples from 
Kentucky caused an altercation which 
resulted in the arrest of Magistrate 
Oscar L. Hay. Hay admitted he 
knocked Thomas McCormick down 
when McCormick, runner for a rival 
magistrate, used Hay’s telephone to 
arrange for a wedding.

PANAMA EXPOSITION NEWS 


The Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition is attracting wide atten¬ 
tion in all parts of Europe. 

There is little doubt that Oregon’s 
next Legislature will set aside an ap¬ 
propriation ot $1,000,000 to be expend¬ 
ed in making her showing the greatest 
of any State at the exposition. 

Five hundred Oregon boosters, led 
by Governor Oswald West, will take 
possession of San Francisco for five 
days, beginning March 13th, when 
they arrive on two special trains to 
select the site for the Oregon building 
at tho Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition. 

The first contract for building the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposi¬ 
tion in San Francisco has been let, and 
work is to begin as soon as weathur 
conditions permit. The committee on 
buildings and grounds of the exposi¬ 
tion company awarded a contract for 
constructing a sea-wall along Lewis 
street, between the center line of Scott 
street and a point 150 feet easterly 
from Pierce street. 

Preliminary designs for the printing 
of suitable commemorative postage 
stamps for the Panama-Pacific Expo¬ 
sition are well under way at the Bu¬ 
reau of Engraving and Printing at 
Washington. Half a dozen designs 
are in course of preparation, most of 
them representing historical Ameri¬ 
can scenes and scenes connected with 
early events in California. The stamps 
are intended to be the most beautiful 
in design and artistic finish ever is¬ 
sued by the Government

ORDINANCE NO 48. 


An Ordinance Fixing and Establishing 
Water Rates Within the Limits of the 
City of South San Francisco, for the 
Fiscal Year 1912-1913. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Suuin »an Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. The monthly rates of 
compensation to be charged or collect¬ 
ed by any person, linn or corporation 
supplying water to the inhabitants 
of said city, or to firms or corporations 
therein, or to the said city, for private 
or corporate uses or purposes, for the 
year commencing July 1st, 1912, and 
ending June 30th, 1913, are hereby fix 
ed as follows: 

Section 2. General monthly rates 
for water served through meters shall 
be at the rate of twenty-three (23) 
cents per hundred cubic feet: provided 
that the charge for serving water 
through a meter shall not be less than 
one dollar per month for any service 
connection. 

Section 3. Water supplied other¬ 
wise than through meters shall be 
furnished at meter rates for the 
amount estimated to have been so 
supplied. 

Section 4. The charge and general 
monthly water rates for water used 
for street sprinkling, or for general pur¬ 
poses by said city shall be at the rate 
of eight (8) cents per hundred cubic 
feet. 

Section 5. Meter rates shall be pay¬ 
able at the end of each month. 

Section 6. Where meters are used, 
all bills or receipts for the payment of 
said rates or charges shall have writ¬ 
ten thereon the meter readings for 
which such charges are made. 

Section 7. This ordinance shall be 
published once in “The Enterprise,” 
a weekly newspaper printed and pub¬ 
lished in the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, and shall take eflect and be in 
force on the 1st day of July, 1912. 

Introduced this 19th day of Febru¬ 
ary, 1912.

Francisco, this 4th day of March 1912, 
by the following vote:

THE CALIFORNIA 
DEVELOPMENT BOARD 


This bulletin is based on special re¬ 
ports by reliable authorities in various 
counties covering nearly every section 
of the state. , 

May 7th has been definitely decided 
on as the date of the annual banquet 
of the California Development Board. 
Among the guests of the board will be 
Secretary Knox, who will visit San 
Francisco on his return from Panama. 

During the past month thousands 
of tourists and liome,seekers have visit¬ 
ed the agricultural exhibit and attend¬ 
ed the stereopticon lectures at the 
board’s headquarters in the Ferry 
building. It has been estimated that 
in San Francisco alone there are 10,000 
strangers each day. 

Manager Robert Newton Lynch, in 
conjunction with former Governor J. 
N. Gillett, president of this board, has 
appeared before the legislative bodies 
of seven states during the past month 
in the interests of the Panama Pacific 
Exposition. 

The wheat and the barley look well, 
though somewhat in advanoe of the 
season. Some barlev has already been 
cut lor hay. 

Shipments of cauliflower and arti¬ 
chokes continue and those of fresh 
spring vegetables have begun. 

The first box of asparagus from the 
Sacramento river district brought $20 
in the New York market. 

The farming and orchard industry 
is being extended in every quarter and 
new planting this season will be large. 
The demands on the nurseries have 
entirely exhausted their stocks. 

Building and other industrial opera¬ 
tions are active. 

Oil and mineral developments and 
extensions have been quite active. 

The general condition of progress is 
shown by the fact that bank clearings 
for the state for 1911 show an increase 
over those of 1910. Kan Francisco hud 
an increase of nearly 4)4 per cent, 
while the country at large had a de¬ 
crease of 2)4 per cent.
